The reputation of the 4-H Show, as onfe 
of the outstanding youth events of the 
nation, was justly supported even 
though the great Dairy Cattle Congress 
of which the 4-H Show is an integral 
part, was back in full dress clothes. 
The Congress, held annually in Water- 
loo, was back after a three year war 
rest and drew 220,000 people during 
the seven days. 

Heifer entries totaled 289, and al- 
though somewhat under the record of 
367 head exhibited a year ago, was by 
far the highest quality 4-H Show ever 
held. Entries from each county were 
prorated because of limited barn space, 
all of which helped improve the 
quality. In addition, Iowa enjoyed a 
34 per cent increase in 4-H dairy pro- 
ject enrollments in 1946 and the 289 
heifers exhibited at Waterloo were 
truly representative of the total 3,600 
4-H dairy heifers in lowa. The Guern- 
sey exhibit, while not large, with 48 
heifers and bull calves, showed quality. 

Jerry N. Spencer, Clermont, judge of 
the Guernsey classes, placed all an- 
imals in blue, red and white ribbon 
groups and selected as champion 
heifer, Stringtown Theresa, a two-year- 
old heifer owned and shown by Lewis 
Reese of Prescott. Use of the group 
system at the state show was on an 
experimental basis, and unless county 
and local leaders, as well as 4-H ex- 
hibitors, are completely satisfied when 
a poll is taken later this winter, the 
system will be discontinued. _

His good judgment and the carefully 
explained reasons for the placings 
given over the loud speaker at the end 
of each class were appreciated by the 
exhibitors and the spectators. 

No county was permitted to bring 
more than six head from any breed to 
the show. This rule kept down the 
number in the show but improved the 
average quality. It was necessary for 
the counties to have shows at home to 
make the final selections for this Re- 
gional Show. County Agents and 
judges of these local shows reported 
that this selection in the counties im- 
proved the interest, fitting, and show- 
manship of these local shows. 

Among the Guernseys shown were 
six head from Jefferson County, six 
from Clarion County and six from 
Clearfield County. 

Russell Orner of Clearfield County 
won first prize and reserve champion 
Guernsey with Dimple’s Maid of Sum- 
mit Farm, a beautiful heifer calf which 


he bred from his original club cow. 
The dam of this calf was purchased 
from John Reed of Kittanning; second, — 
Janet: Yeany, Clarion County; third, 
Montier Shuckers, Jefferson County; 
fourth, William Conrad, Jefferson 
County; fifth, Richard Straw, 
Clearfield County. 

George Aaron of Clarion County, 
with Pay’s Nancy of Dividing Ridge, 
won first prize Guernsey senior calf and 
gtand championship. George bred 
this beautiful heifer calf from his orig- 
inal club cow purchased from J. E. 
Shook of Sligo; second, senior calf, 
Leo Dixon, Clarion County; third, 
John D. Barto, Jr., Clarion County;

Only one senior yearling Guernsey 
was shown, Shirley Lou Patrick. This 
fine heifer, that could have withstood 
competition, was shown by Charlene 
McCurdy of Jefferson County. 

In the county group of four heifers, 
Clarion County won first with a very 
fine uniform group of heifers. The

Florida Guernsey Sale 


Tue Eighth Annual Florida Guernsey 
Sale, sponsored by the Florida Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, was a far cry from 
their humble beginning in 1939. 
This year, 54 head sold for $26,555, an 
avetage of $491.76. This is the high- 
est Guernsey sale held in Florida to 
date and proof of the growing interest 
and demand for cattle within the 
state.

Tue Texas G. B. A. held their Third 
Consignment Sale at the Fair Grounds 
at Dallas on October 23.

Kern County 
Union High School Sale 


Once again the Kern County Union 
High School and Bakersfield Future 
Farmer Chapter cooperated and put 
on a successful consignment sale. In 
1944 the first of these sales was held 
and it now is one of the big Guernsey 
events in the Poppy state. 

On October 12; their third annual 
sale was held at the School Farm, a 
few miles out of Bakersfield, Calif., 
and breeders and prospective breeders 
from all over the state paid a total of 
$31,730 for the 61 head, an average of 
$520.16. Six of the animals consigned 
were from the school herd, while eight 
others were consigned by FFA boys 
from the Bakersfield Chapter. The 
remaining entries were from the lead- 
ing herds in the state. 

Eight bulls in the sale averaged $438, 
with a top of $1,100 paid by C. W. 
Boley of Rio Oso for Clovertop Elec- 
tro, consigned by Mrs. Rahlmann of 
Newcastle. The bull was sired by Sir 
John of Clover Top and out of Trout- 
mere Eva, a grand cow that was unde- 
feated on the fair circuit in 1941, and 
has three records, two of over 700 lbs. 
of fat. Second top bull, Adohr Lubas’ 
Captain, was consigned by Adohr and 
was sold for $600 to Manuel Costa 
of Lincoln. 

The 53 females, most of them being 
calves and yearlings, sold for an aver- 
age of $532. Mrs. Rahlmann also 
topped the female sale with her out- 
standing yeatling heifer, Clovertop 
Honey’s Buttercup, which was pur- 
chased by Russel Doty of Goleta for 
$2,000, the top price of the day. She 
was sired by Clovertop Electric, a full 
brother to the top selling bull, and out 
of Clovertop Antoinette’s Honey, 
which makes the heifer a double 
granddaughter of Sir John of Clover- 
top. Both the top bull and female are 
strong in Troutmere breeding. The 
second high female was consigned by 
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Erwin Muller of Troutmere. She was 
Troutmere Empress which sold to the 
Petan Company of Buellton for $1,100. 
“Empress” was sited by Troutmere 
Eugene, that was also out of Trout- 
mere Eva, and her dam is Troutmere 
Eda, a daughter of May Rose Cherub. 


Fred Anderson of Fresno was the 
heaviest bidder of the day and took 
home six head for $2,835, while George 
Clever of Tracy bought four head for 
$1,835, and George Emde of Lodi 
bought three head for $1,850. Of the 
53 females offered for sale, 17 went 
into the hands of 4-H and Future 
Farmer boys. 


One of the main objectives of this 
sale is to furnish the young boys of 
this section with seed stock to estab- 
lish their future herds. Howard Dick- 
son, the head of the Agriculture De- 
partment at the Kern County Union 
High School, and John Knight in 
charge of the dairy projects, did a 
magnificent job in handling arrange- 
ments for the sale and announced that 
the fourth sale will be held the second 
Saturday of October in 1947. 

Charles Adams of Artesia called the 
sale, and was assisted by George 
Billings. C. W. Robinson of Happy- 
holme Farms read pedigrees in his 
usual splendid manner, and the Agri- 
cultural Staff did the clerking for the 
sale. 

On the night preceding the sale, a 
banquet was held at the El Tejon 
Hotel in Bakersfield and was attended 
by over 100 breeders and friends.

Fairfields Farm Sale 


Ture are several experiences of 
breeder interest attached to the Fair- 
fields Farm Guernsey herd and te- 
duction sale of 74 head held at the 
farm, Williamstown, Mass., during a 
driving rain storm on October 18. 
The owners, Daniel J. and Daniel E. 
Galusha, a father and son partnership, 
distributes 2,500 quarts of milk daily 
in that western Massachusetts college 
town. 

Back in 1922 Daniel senior was a 
postman delivering mail as a sideline 
to his small farm outside of the village. 
On June 1 of that year he bought 
Green Meadow Victory, son of Lang- 
water Steadfast, at George Cluett’s 
Green Meadow Dispersal Sale. With 
a few heifers and “Victory” he built 
a herd that numbered just over 270 
head on October 18, 1946. In the 
process, eight bulls of Green Meadow, 
Langwater, Coronation and Green 
Meads breeding followed Green Mea- 
dow Victory. 

The Galushas developed their herd 
by its ability to produce milk. It has 
been on continuous D. H. I. A. test 
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for 21 years and rigidly culled for 
production. Milk alone paid the bills 
and until this reduction sale there were 
very few sales of stock other than to 
the butcher. They never took much 
stock in the blood test, but they did 
like the vaccinating idea when the 
Federal experiments were started in 
24 New England herds some 15 years 
ago. They vaccinated the entire herd, 
then continued with calfhood vac- 
cinating under Federal and State 
supervision. The herd has never been 
blood tested other than an occasional 
test on an animal to be sold, if re- 
quested by the buyer. 

Lately, a steadily increasing crop of 
calves became the problem at Fair- 
fields. Their back pastures, paddocks 
and calf pens were filled with heifers— 
good ones and healthy. In September 
there were 252 head of all ages on the 
farm, many more than could be housed 
for winter. By sale day the newly born 
heifer calves had increased the herd to 
over 270 head. 


Sixty-five heifers, two young bulls 
and about a dozen cows were set aside 
for the auction. It was expected that 
the blood test would take its toll and 
that about 60 head would pass for the 
sale. However, the State blood test 
report marked only five head as show- 
ing any positive titre and those showed 
only a plus or partial plus in the 1-50 
dilution. Therefore, all went into the 
sale, making eight extra animals not 
cataloged. 

The sale grossed $20,165 from the 
74 head sold, an average of $272.50 
per head. Twenty-one were calves 
under a year old, nine of which were 
under six months. Twenty-one others 
ranged from one year old to breeding 
age, all open. There were 20 bred 
heifers, two young bulls and 10 cows. 
The cows and bréd heifers averaged 
$400 with the top cow going to Chester 
E. Goodfield, Hardwick, Mass., for 
$730. George Muller, Windham, N. 
Y., under the tutelage of the old-timer, 
Sid White, Cairo, N. Y., was the largest 
buyer with 13 head for $4,820, in- 
cluding the second high cow for $700. 
A. G. Galusha & Son bought six head 
for $1,140 and Mr. Goodfield bought 
three head for $1,510. The sale was 
largely attended by buyers from New 
England, New York and New Jersey, 


the pioneering states in calfhood 
vaccination.

New Producers Needed 


Expanding markets for GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk expand first the 
size of the producer’s herd. Sec- 
ond, expanding markets require 
the addition of new producers. 
The Promotion Division received 
and answered 975 inquiries about 
Guernsey cattle in one week, 


~ recently. 


The 
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UERNSEY is now able to follow 
(> the lead of the U. S. A. in the 
matter of shipping cattle by 
air, as there recently arrived on the 
Airport the first freight-carrying aero- 
plane, named the Aerovan, which can 
accommodate any form of cargo, in- 
cluding horses up to 13% hands, or 
cattle, in a loose box. 

Unfortunately, the drawback to this 
form of transport for our breed at 
present is the quarantine examination 
regulations or lairage in force in Eng- 
land. Animals from the islands may 
only land at a port with facilities for 
examination, which in our case is 
Southampton, and to fly to even the 
nearest airport would be contrary to 
the regulations. 

Therefore, until it is possible to 
arrange for official testing to be carried 
out on the island before departure, it 
is not possible for cows to fly from 
here. It is, however, permissible for 
animals already admitted into England 
to be transported by air from one 
airport to another and this Aerovan 
has indeed carried cattle between 
farms, landing in a convenient field. 
It is a handy “bus” for the purpose, 
having a rear portion which hinges 
backwards, allowing a horse box to 
be drawn into the interor without 
difficulty. It has already been utilized 
by a honeymoon couple who drove 
their automobile up a ramp into. the 
plane, and remained in their seats 
during the journey to France. 

The weather here has improved of 
late and we have had nearly two weeks 
of dry and sunny but cold days. - This 
has enabled farmers to make up arrears 
of work in some respects though, as 
due to the shortage of labor they have 
had to let other jobs slide. There is 
much to be done yet in the way of Fall 
plowing and sowing and we hope that 
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the spell will last for another few weeks 
at least. 

During the month of September we 
experienced 21 wet days out of the 30, 
on the second of which nearly one inch 
fell, and we were nearly 200 hours of 
sunshine below the average for the 
month. On the year to date we have 
had 22 rainy days more than usual. 

Regulations for the rationing of 
cereals are still in force and all growers 
are compelled to sell their stocks only 
to recognized members of the forage 
trade, who, in turn, allocate quantities 
issued to their registered customers. 
Direct purchasing by the public from 
the grower is strictly forbidden. 

It is interesting to note in passing 
that the very thorough measures taken 
by the authorities on the sister island 
of Jersey to stamp out the scourge of 
Colorado Beetle, which was a legacy 
of the Geeman occupation of that 
island, has cost the sum of nearly a 
quarter million dollars. Intensive 
spraying of crops and land wherever a 
potato has been planted has been 
cartied out through the summer and 
reports are that only a few beetles and 
their grubs have*been found this 
season, whereas last year they were 
too numerous to count. 

One of the seasonal jobs of many 
Guernsey farmers just now is that of 
gathering ‘‘vraic’’ or seaweed from the 
seashore to spread on the fields. This 
is one of the oldest privileges of the 
islanders and it is referred to by his- 
torians as far back as the year 1600. 

In those days the completion of the 
work of cutting and carting many 
thousands of loads was celebrated by 
natives with elaborate entertainment, 
but this custom has long died out. 
There are still many farmers and 
growets who swear by this natural 
manure that is so rich in potash, iodine, 


and other salts, but there is little 
ceremony about its collection today. 

Where carts drawn by oxen and 
horses in combined teams were used 
and a full load cost only a dollar, now 
the more efficient motor-lorry does the 
same work—but at a cost of nine 
dollars instead: of one! 

Rations of butter to islanders have 
been cut for the winter season from 
three ounces weekly to two ounces, 
but the total fat ration will be main- 
tained at six ounces weekly by in- 
creasing the allowance of margarine to 
four ounces. 

Meanwhile the contro! of slaughter- 
ing of cattle has been tightened up and 
no person may slaughter for human 
consumption any steer, bull, cow, 
heifer, calf, sheep, pig or sow without 
a licence from the local Committee of 
Agriculture. 

Although the current quota for 
export of cows and heifers in calf is 
full and no new permits are being 
issued, there is still a flow of animals 
outside the restricted range for export. 
Among these has been a consignment 
of six heifers for the estate of the Duke 
of Gloucester, whose farm is rapidly 
becoming well-known for its stock of 
imported island animals. 

Preparations are now well in hand 
for entertainment during the winter 
months, and soon we shall start a 
series of lectures for farmers and 
growers which are anticipated with 
pleasure. It is also hoped that before 
the year closes there will be in existence 
a Young Farmers Club on Guernsey 
as there now is in Jersey. 

These talks to farmers by experts on 
such subjects as manuring the soil, 
insect and fungoid diseases and their 
prevention, new crops for old and the 
best methods of cultivation of both, 
are of great interest to all who gain 
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their living from the soil of this island 
as, during our five years of isolation, 
agricultural science has made strides 
of which we heard nothing and which 
all are now anxious to follow and 
catch up on. 

*The question of the supply of seed 
for next year's sowing is one that 
has been agitating the island authori- 
ties and the seedsmen, due to the bad 
weather in England and on the Con- 
tinent and the consequent poor crops. 
At the moment it looks as though 
there may be difficulty in obtaining as 
much as might be wished of wheat and 
oats, and possibly also of grass seed, 
most of the latter being normally 
imported from the U.S. A. Roots and 
tuber seed are, however, plentiful and 
there is time for the position to im- 
prove before spring planting comes 
round. 

Other shortages that exist on the 
island at present are a greater worry to 
the farmer than those of the future. 
Although the war has now been over 
for nearly a year and a half, little if 
anything has been done to enable the 
farmers and growers—whose interests 


are identical in most cases—to effect - 


the rehabilitation of their premises and 
out-buildings. 

Although the inevitable deteriora- 
tion due to compulsory neglect of all 
property was accepted by those who 
experienced it, there is a strong feeling 
that priority should have been given 
to supplies of materials such as putty, 
paint and glass, long ago. As it is, 
many glasshouses, sheds, barns and 
other essential buildings are in a 
worse state today than they were at 
the time of Liberation and if they do 
not receive attention shortly will be 
beyond all hope of salvation very soon. 

The excuse that all supplies of 
materials are needed for the con- 
struction of new houses does not 
apply here where the crying need 
is for the 1epair of those which already 
exist. If this were done and all 
properties made habitable, there would 
be no need to build a single new 
house on the island. 

In the meantime the farmer who is 
also a grower cannot raise a full crop 
nor utilize his land to the best advant- 
age and what he does raise is swamped 
upon the English markets by the 
influx of produce from the Continent. 
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. owned by 


Those farmers who are growers of 
grapes have experienced this state of 
affairs this year when the prices were 
suddenly cut to a fraction by the 
importation of French and Belgian 
gtapes in competition with the home- 
grown article. 

The first of what is usually an 
enjoyable round of social functions 
held every year to mark the close of 
the season, was that of the Southern 
A. and H. Society who organized a 
smoking concert at which the prizes 
won at their recent show were dis- 
tributed. 

These parochial ‘reunions, when 
farmers allow themselves to relax, are 
always enjoyable functions, for the 
Guernseyman plays as hard as he 
works and usually makes a good job 
of both. 

Despite the reduction of the milk 
ration to the public it has been in- 
creased to calves by allowing not more 
than two pots per day of whole milk 


to calves under the age of six weeks 
and one pot (two quarts) per day to 
calves. between six and 12 weeks of 

An interesting story has come to 
light with the return of their cups and 
trophies to the Alderney branch of 
the R. G. A. and H. Society. These 
valuables were salvaged from Alderney 
at the same time as the cattle left behind 
there in 1940, and were subsequently 
hidden in the depths of a cupboard at 
the Guernsey office where they were 
concealed by many bound volumes 
of the Herd Book and thus escaped the 
ptying eyes of the Germans. ~

trophies to their owners when he 
visited Alderney recently in charge of 
a consignment of 15 young heifers for 
that island's rehabilitation scheme. 
Mr. de Garis also met the farmers at a 
special session when matters affecting 
the industry were discussed.

Power failures due to mechanical 
failure of the freezer, or a break in the 
current from the service company be- 
cause of trouble or a storm, are not 
neatly the hazard one would think 
offhand,..... In tests it was found 
that even a small, well-filled freezer, 
did not thaw to any considerable ex- 
tent until approximately 72 hours— 
three days—after the current was off. 

During power failures, do not open 
doors or lids any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary. Should the trouble

last longer than from three to five 
days, a quantity of Dry Ice placed in- 
side the cabinet right on top of the 
food packages will keep it at a low 
temperature. 

A popular misconception about 
frozen foods is that freezing performs 
a miracle; it improves upon nature. 
Freezing is the best method of food 
preservation, but it will not transform 
not-so-good food into the essence of 
perfection, although under the proper 
conditions of packaging and storage 
it will retain most of the good color, 
flavor and texture that is there to 
start with. So the selection of food in 
the most perfect state for eating is of 
prime importance. 

In order to insure complete protec- 
tion (when stored in the freezer), 
some packages must be sealed. Seal- 
ing tape has been recommended by 
some persons but this method of 
sealing a package is not nearly as 
efficient as the use of packaging 
materials (such as moistureproof cel- 
lophane) which are self-sealing when 
heat is applied to the overfold at the 
tops of.bag-liners in cartons, or at the 
overlapping edges of sheeting and 
waxed paperboard. 

Actual experiment has proved that 
the lower the storage temperature, 
the longer the foods may be stored and 
the more nearly perfect they will be 
preserved in color, flavor, and nutrient 
content. At -40°F. there is no loss of 
nutrients in frozen foods at all; at 
-10°F. the loss is barely noticeable; at 
O°F. the loss is very slow. But at 10°F. 
or more above zero, however, the loss 
is more rapid and within short periods 
of time definite off-flavors and rancid- 
ity are noticeable. At 0°F. most foods 
can be safely stored for at least one

still air at -10°F., and about seven hours 
at the same temperature in an air 
blast, you can readily see the need for 
getting meats into the freezer as 
quickly as possible. Meats should be 
brought down to at least 0°F. within 
24 hours, so do not pack a home freez- 
er too tight with unfrozen meats, else 
freezing will take place too slowly. 
If you have a great quantity to freeze, 
it is better to take it to a locker plant 
for freezing and when frozen, transfer 
it back to your home freezer. 


In making sausage for freezing, 
remember two things about season- 
ings: (1) salt seems to accelerate the 
development of rancidity in fat meats; 
(2) spices and other seasoning in- 
gredients actually retard the develop- 
ment of rancidity. So add all the 
seasoning ingredients except salt which 
may be added just before or during 
cooking. 


If salt is added to the sausage before 
freezing, do not keep it for more than 
6 months at O°F., otherwise it can be 
kept as long as 9 to 10 months at this 
temperature.
